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Legalities Only Defeated 
Parking; We Look Ahead 


Legalities defeated the parking district proceedings last 
week — not the objections from a group of property owners. 


It is true there were objections — and these were antici- 
pated from the outset, And so we commend Mrs, Lee Wallace 
and others for having been able to find enough loopholes to 
delay the proceedings. The fact remains the present situation 
prevails because of legal technicalities — not because of the 
preponderanice of objections from property owners, 


If what was revealed at the Thursday council meeting 
had been known last May: when the petition was filed, the 
situation would be probably far different today. 


It accomplishes nothing to place responsibility for the 
situation. We can assure the public, however, all the local city 
employees, gave excellent cooperation and service in proces- 
sing the petition and in serving both sides — the proponents 


and the opponents. 


While the result is very disappointing on the one hand 


and highly gratifying to some, 


we are confident no hard feel- 


ings exist between the two groups. We had a real interest in 
the favorable outcome and we are among the victims of the 
poor legal foundation. Our congratulations have been ex- 
tended to the leaders of the opposition. 


We are again looking to the future and ultimate develop- 
ment of more downtown parking. 


It’s Principle Involved With 
Ontario — Not Land 


In protesting to the county board of supervisors about 
Ontario’s plans of annexing two small parcels of land adjacent 
to Upland, it is not the property about which this city is con- 
cerned. It is the principle. After all, there should be a spirit of 
municipal cooperation between the two communities which 
have such close physical connection. And it would be so easy 


for the two cities to “get along.” 


The incident to which we refer concerns the bold breach 
of municipal etiquette earlier this year. At that time, Ontario 
grabbed about 40 acres of uninhabitated land at Grove Ave. 
and Eigth St, — in the face of a friendly request from Upland 


to discuss the situation.

THE MENDENHALL GLACIER; 


Sixty years ago one Dr. Men 
dennall was President of a small 
college in Terre Haute, Indiana. 
This Rose Polytechnic School 
limited the number of freshmen 
to sixteen. They were carefully 
chosen and examined on their in- 
terest in science. 
number only a few were gradua- 
ted. One of the four men gradua- 
ted in the year 1896 is a friend of 
mine. For many years he had 
been at the head of the Filter 
System for the great city of Chi- 
cago. Although he is now retired 
yet he gives much of his spare 
time to that important task of 
keeping the city water safe. 

Early in the present century 
our Government asked Dr. Men- 
denhall to give up his teaching 
and to become the head of our 
Geodetic Survey. His first as- 
signment seems to have been 
Alaska. He surveyed and mea- 
sured the hills and valleys; the 
lakes and mountain peaks; he 
gave some special attention to 
the Glacier that now bears his 
name. He climbed over it, es- 
timated its age and size, and 
brought it to the attention of 
those who might be interested 
in such creatons. This Glacier
